Congressman JOHN LEWIS voluntarily appeared at the 
Atlanta Office of the FEDERAL BUREAU OF INVESTIGATION (FBI). 
LEWIS was shown the identification of the interviewing Agents, 
advised of the purpose of the interview, and he, thereafter, 
furnished the following information: 


LEWIS first met JULIAN BOND sometime around April, 
1960, on the campus of SHAW UNIVERSITY, Raleigh, North 
Carolina. A group of civil rights activists met to form THE 
TEMPORARY NON-VIOLENT COORDINATING COMMITTEE which became the 
STUDENT NON-VIOLENT COORDINATING COMMITTE (SNCC) in October, 
1960. From this point on, LEWIS and BOND became good friends. 


Іп late 1977, LEWIS was appointed by Pesident JIMMY. 
CARTER, to become the Associate Director of the ACTION AGENCY. 
He held this title between May, 1977, through January, 1980. 
BOND and CARTER were not political allies and this appointment. 
caused LEWIS and BOND to grow somewhat apart. BOND held по 
positions in the CARTER administration. 


By October, 1985, LEWIS had decided to run for 
Congress in the seat occupied by then Congreeman WYCHE FOWLER. 
.He heard rumors that BOND was also interested in rünning for 
this seat, so during the same month he called BOND and 
Suggested they have lunch together, They met at the old 
MARRIOTT HOTEL in downtown Atlanta where each advised the other 
that he intended to run for the same seat in Congress. Since 
that date, the two have not.had a serious conversation. BOND 
has ignored LEWIS at almost every political and public occasion 
where they have met, and to this day, BOND will have nothing to 
do with LEWIS despite efforts by LEWIS to reach out to BOND and 
patch up their differences. 


During the primary campaign, MILDRED GLOVER, a former 
Georgia State Senator raised the issue that the candidates 
should take a drug urinealysis test. LEWIS does not know if 
her suggestion came as a result of President RONALD REAGAN and 
Vice-President GEORGE BUSH declaring that all public officials 
Should take a drug test or whether she suspected that BOND or 
LEWIS used drugs.
